DOMINION EXPENDILUBES. 


Mr, Kh. L. Borden’s Amendment Moved on 
Motion to Go Into Supply. 


In the Louse of Commons yester- 
day morning Mr. R. L. Borden, on 


inmotion to go into supply, took up 
ihe question of the expenditures of 
the present year and those of the 
coming year. In the old days $£30,- 


060,000 was said by the Liberals to 
be gross extravagance. Now a gross 
expenditure of $65,250,000 was 
‘generous appropriations.” 
Sir Wichard Cartwright had once 
said ‘tat a Tory Minister, with a 
couple of relatives in a department, 
as us good as a Pasha with seven 
ails. Tie knew not how many tails 
ho should attribute to a Minister of 
the present day. It was delightful to 
see the equanimity and philosophy 
with which Sir Richard now viewed 
the expenditures. My. Borden quoted 
the criticisms of the Liberals when 
in Opposition of the increase in the 
public debt, which they then “viewed 
with alarm.’’ If they still felt that 
alarm, they had a remarkable fac- 
ulty of concealing that alarm in re- 
lation to controllable expenditure, 
increase in debt and increase in taxa- 
tion. Sir Richard Cartwright used 
to say that the farmers were being 
bled white by the taxation oof the 
Conservative Government. If they 
were bled white then, he would like 
to know what color they were to-day 
with an added taxation of $10,000,- 
000. 

Sir Richard Cartwright—The {far- 
mers of Canada were never as pros- 
perous as they are to-day. 


Mr. Borden—No doubt that pros- 
perity is largely due to the increased 
taxation?

Mr. Borden, in blaming the Govy- 
ernment for the expenditure, to illus-

The trude of 
the country was a fair indication of 
its progress, and he pointed out that 
in 1895 the expenditure was 194 per 
cent. of the trade. and in 1901 it 
was only 15 per cent. During the 
five years of Liberal rule the net in- 
crease in the public debt had been 
$9,982,570, an average of $1,996,- 
514, as against an average during 
the whole eighteen years of the pre- 
vious Government of $6,562,000. The 
Gebt had not increased in a greater 
proportion than the population. If 
it should be admitted that this was 
an extrayagant Government, where 
could they find an economical Gov- 
ernment?

Kingston, Island of St. Vincent, 
B.W.L, Saturday, May 10.— After 
numerous carthquakes, during the 
preceding fortnight, accompanied by 
the subterranean noises in the direc- 
tion of the Soufriere volcano, in 
northwestern part of the island, a 
loud explosion occurred Monday last 
from the crater, 

Tho crater. is still active as this de- 
spateh is sent, and great Toss of lifo 
is believed to have occuryed, The 
lava, has destroyed several districts 
with their live stock. 

The eruption is now invisible at 
Kingston. Tluge dust clouds were 
blown eastward. Great distress pre- 
vails at St. Vincent, where there are 
many injured people, It is believed 
that 500 persons have lost their 
lives at St. Vincent. The majority of 
the corpses are still unburied,

FULLY 30,000 LOST THEIR LIVES 


What the Dosolate City Looks 
Awfal Sights That Met 


Like— 
the Gaze of 
Eescuers—Descriptions of the Fatal 
First Eruption by Survivors from 
the Modern Pompeii—Kellet 
Being Sent. 


Hort de Prance, Island of Martin- 
fque, May 13.—It now seems to be 
geacrally admitted that about 80,- 
000 persons lost their lives as a re- 
sult of the outbreak of the Mont Pe- 
lee yoleano, at St. Pierre, on Thurs- 
day last, 

Briefly put, last Thursday morn- 
ing, the city of St. Pierre disappear- 
ed within 10 niinutes in a whirling 
cyclone of fire vomited from Mont Pe 
lee; thirty thotisand persons were 
instantly and horribly killed, and tho 
voleano, whose ancient crater had 
been occupied by a quiet lake, in 
which picnic parties bathed, sudden- 
ly discharged a (orrent of fiery mud, 
which rolled towards the sea, engule 
ing everything before it Phen (the 
last of cable commitinication was 
broken and the doomed city was iso- 
Tated from the world.

Tho Transportation Question, 

Mr. A, FY. Maclaren advocated the 
speech some months ago before the 
Dairymen's Association aroused the 
farmers of Ontario to the diserimin- 
ation to which they were being sub- 
Jected by the railways in the matter 
of freight rates to the seaboard, as 
compared with the rates given to 
American producers, advocated the 
establishment of @ line of seven or 
cight steamships of 56,000 to 6,000 
tons each to ply from Lake Super- 
ior to a port on the Georgian Bay. 
Thence he would transport goods by 
rail to Loronto and thence by steam- 
er to the seaboard, with elevators in 
Montreal, from which the vessels 
could be louded to their full capac 
ity after coming through the canals 
with all they could carry on 9 14- 
foot draught. After going fully into 
the whole subject of transportution, 
Mr. Maclaren concluded by moving a 
resolution concluding as follows: 

“Mherefore, in the opinion of this 
YWouse, it is both expedicnt and in- 
dispensible that the Government 
shall at once inaugurate such a pol- 
iey in connection with our water- 
ways and the shipbuilding industry 
as will speedily lead to the comple 
tion of a Canadian system of both 


inland and ocean transportation.”” 
Mv. Wisher said that so far as he 
could gather there was nothing ob- 
jectionable in Mr. Maclaven's motion, 
but being submitted as an amend- 
ment, to the supply the Government 
refrained from accepting it. He was

Toronto, Muay 10.—The end of the 
ik finds the ‘lists of candidates: 
L cully completed, and the re 
ports from all parts of the pro¥ince 
indicate the greatest confidence on 
the part of Government supporters. 
uring the week the Premier's pres- 
ence both in the west ond in the 
cast has added to (he feeling of his 
supporters (hat they ure fighting for 
a good catse under o popular and 
pected leader. Mr. Ross completed 
week's SI es ut Alexandria 
noon, speaking in the 


elections, objections being heard un- 
til two days before the polling day, 
only those whose names appear on 
the list shall be entitled to vote. 
Tho suggestion was approved ond the 
bill amended occordingly. 

At the sugg on of Mr. Wo, Ay 
Lancaster a clause was inserted re- 
quiring notico of the election to be 
published by poster throughout the 
Yukon, as well as by publication in 
the newspapers, Mr. Lancaster mov- 
ed that there shall not be more than 
250 nor less thun 25 voters for each 
polling place. Also that the voters’ 
lists be prepared by enumerators ap- 
pointed by the Chief Justice of the 


Yukon instead of by Governor-in- 
Council. 
Hon, Mr. Sifton readily accepted 


the latter suggestion, as the Gov- 
ernment had, he said, no desire 
retain the power of appointing enu- 
merators in their own hands. The 
clause based upon the old North- 
west Derritories Act, passed by the 
Conservative Government, under 
which there was absolutely no ap- 
peal from the decision of the enum- 
erator, if he declined to place the 
name upon the list, the person could 
not vote, and the enumerator was 
not even required to take on affida- 
vit. Under the bill as drafted the 
enumerator was required to take an 


oath for the proper performance of 
his duty. 
The election will take place the 


same day as the general elections are 
held. 

Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick laid on 
the table a copy of the judgment of 
the Bxchequer Court on the claim of 
Mackenzie and Mann in connection 
with the Yukon Railway contract. 

The afternven sitting of the House 
was devoted to the Manitoba Grain 
Act.

In supply Hon. W. S. Wielding stat- 
ed that ho was very hopeful after the 
reduction of the royalties in the Yu- 
kon the revenue from that territory 
would still be sufficient to meet the 
expenditure.

next year, There is a Government 
out there now, and 1 have handed ey- 
erything over to them. 1 hank God, 
have wiped my hands of the care of 
Yukon public buildings.” (laugh- 
{er.) Mr. Tarte reduced the item by 
$2,000, which was originally insert- 
ed to cover expenses in connection 
with tho residences of the judges, & 
new arrangement having been made 
with reference to their living allow- 
ance, 

Mr. R. L. Borden criticized expen- 
ditures on the residences of the 
Commissioner and the judges of the 
Yukon, and Mr, Seymour Gourley 
objected to paying these officials a 
Salary, living allowance, and provid- 
ing them with pesidence as well. THe 
thought the Minister of Public Works 
should resign as a protest ogainst 
this tem, and urged that the sal- 
aries in the Yukon should be scaled 
down to the equivalent of the judges 
in older Canada. 

Mr. Tarte replicd that the judges 
were not under him, and he did not 
know anything nrbout them; neither 
was there a dollar in the item under 
discussion to their residence, their 
lary or their living allowance. The 
am passed. *.

BOOK-MAKING ON RACE TRACK, 


Court of Appenl Upholds Conviction of 
SLSEdward Hannehan of Windsor. 


Toronto, May 9.—Tho Court of Ap- 
peal at Osgoode Hull has affirmed the 
judgment of a Windsor court which 
decided that it was not legal to ac- 
cept bets at the Windsor Race Track 
on races run in a foreign country. 
Rdward Hannehan, president of the 
Essex Racing Association, was con- 
victed last year of keoping 2 common 
gaming house on tho race course at 
Windsor, and fined a nominal sum by 
the local magistrate. Keeping tho 
“comimon belling house,’’ as defined 
by the law, consisted in allowing the 
bookmakers who did uo legal business 
in accepting bets on the races thera 
to also take wagers on races run at 
Saratoga, Morris Park, and _ other 
race courses in tho United States. 
The magistrate in giving judgment 
hell that while bots on the local 
races were periectly legal, that bet- 
ting on foreign races was contrary 
to the statu Fi 

The Court of Appeal affirmed the 
conviction, Chief Justice Armour re- 
marking in his deliverance that there 
was nothing in the criminal code, 
which under any circumstances of 
time or place exempted from liabil- 
ity the keeper of a common betting 
house. The law, he continued, pro- 
hibits the keeping of a common bet- 
ting house on the race course of an 
incarporated association, just as 
much during the actual progress of a 
race meeting as al any other time, 
and there is nothing in the criminal 
cede which warrants an implication 


far as to permit of unrestrained 
meetings between the leaders and 
their various commands.

Suggestions 
would be given and received, the on- 
ly object in view being the develop- 
ment of trade by means of mutual 
tariff references, and subsidized 
steamship lines. 

Replying to Dr. Sproule, the Pre- 
mier said he had not changed his 
mind in regard to his unwillingness 
to discuss a general scheme of Im- 
perial defence. 

Mr. Brock thought that a more im— 
portant matter was our own domes- 
tic trade. , He wanted to know how 
we could expect to be large export- 
ers of manufactured goods to the 
Antipodes when we had not the con- 


trol of our own home market. 
The Premier replicd that Mr.

TOWN OF ST. PIERRE WIPED OUT. 


Almost All Its Iohabitants Were Killed

St. Thomas, D.W. May 8.—(7 
P-mt.)—Vhe British steamer Roddam, 
Capt. Wreeman, which left St. Lucia 
Wednesday for Martinique, returned 
to St, Lucia at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon. ‘The Roddam brings a report 
that the town of St. Pierre, Marti- 
nique, has been totally destroyed, og 
a vesult of the volcanic disturbances 
in the island. Almost all the inhab- 
itants of St. Pierre are said to have 
been kilicd, The %oddaim reports 
that all the shipping in the port has 
been destroyed. The Quebee Steam- 
ship Company’s steamer Roraima is 
mentioned as having been lost, with 
oll on board.

In addition to this they have re- 
ligiously paid their dues to the union 
and at present many of the local 
branches have a good supply of 
money on hand. 

Of course, there are many improvi- 
dent men, usually unmarried, who 
will have to be helped by the union. 
But the great inajority of the strik- 
ers have enough money to tide them 
over two months in idleness at least. 

Millions Alrendy Lose, 

New York, May 19.—It was agreed 
by both wholesale and retail coal 
dealers Saturday that New York is 
within less than a fortnight of burn- 
ing soft coal. Some dealers put the 


time within two or three days and 
notified customers Saturday that 
they must be prepared to use soft 


coal at any time. 

Dealers said that the estimate given 
on Priday of a visible supply of 300,- 
000 tons was far above the quanti- 
ty on hand. "They said that 80,000 
tons would be nearer the mark. Some 
of the steam plants have two weeks’ 
supply; others, it is said, have only 
enough for a week. 

The strike has been on for six 
days and the amount of money lost 
in the entire region where it operates 
is $1,130,526. ‘This represents wages

At a late hour last night, however, 
the Government departments declined 
to give any information on the mat- 
ter. It is understood that important 
despatches were received yesterday 
from Lord Kitchener, but nothing 
can be ascertained as to the nature 
of the contents of these messages. 

The fact that the Cabinet was sum- 
moned to meet to-day so quickly af- 
ter the arrival of the delegates at 
Pretoria is regarded as a good aug- 
ury, as the discussions at Pretoria 
could only have commenced on Mon- 
day. The Cabinet will meet late this 
afternoon in order to enable the Min- 
isters who are at a distance to reach 
| London for the meeting. F

London, May 28.—A Cabinet coun- 
cil hus been summoned for to-day. 

While the Government departments 
are dissreetly silent, it is generally 
accepted that the summoning of the 
Cabinet is directly connected with 
the South African peace conference. 
Most of the Ministers are out of 
town for the Whitsuntide recess, 
though they left rather expecting to 
have their holidays broken up by 
just such a summons.

GBotiations between Lord Kitchener 
and Lord Milner and the Boer dele- 
gates at Pretoria are taking. 

That conferences are occurring re- 
garding the bases upon which peace 
Shall be declared is the sum total of 
the information which the War Office 
has vouchsafed up to the present, 
though jt is intimated that a defin- 
ite Announcement of the result, peace- 
ful or otherwise, may be speedily ex- 
pected.

OVER 100 MEET DEATH 


Terrible Mine Calamity at Fernie, 
British Columbia. 


POSSIBLY THE RESULT OF A SHOT 


The Disaster Occurred in No, 2 Mine of

Quickly to the Rescue— 
Distressing Soones, 
Fernie, B.C., May 24.—One of the 
Worst coal mining disasters im the 


history of British Columbia occurred 
at the Coal Creek mines at 7 o'clock 
Thursday night, when from 125 vo 
150 tien met almost instant death in 
mines No. 2 and 3. The explosion 
occurred in the deeps of No. 2, «and 
not a mun of over 100 employed in 
that mine escaped to tell the tale. 
Prom No. 8 workings, which are cop- 
nected with No. 2, about 21 men es- 
caped. 


The first intimation of the disaster 
which those on the outside received 
was @ rush of coal dust and fire to a 
height of over 1,000 feet above tho 
fons. Word was immediately sent to 
Fernie, five miles from the mines, 
and inside of 12 minutes from the 
time the accident occurred relief par- 
ties were at work, 

General Superintendent R. Drin- 
nan, Dr. Bonnell and True Witherby 
were the first to enter the mine. 
When about 500 feet into the work- 
ings Drinnon was overcome by fire 
damp, and had it not been for hig 
two companions would have perish~ 
ed. On being removed to tht outer 
air he recovercd, and gave instruc- 
tions to the rescue party to com- 
mence repairing the overcasts. The 
overcasts are the pipes which con- 
duct the air through the mine, and, 
as they had been almost complotely 
destroyed, it was impossible to en- 
ter, owing to the after damp which 
prevailed, 

Volunteers wore called for and a 
score of brave men sprang to work. 
Por neurly six hours this policy was 
pursued with reckless energy. Pyvery 
five minutes the men would! collapse, 
and were borne to the outer air, and 
theic places were quickly filled by 
voluntecrs. The first body recovered 
was taken from No. 3 mine about 11 
o’clock and was that of Willie Ro- 
bertson, a lad of 18. Several hours 
elapsed, and then three more bodies 
were recovered. None of the vic- 
tims gave the slightest sign of life, 
and were removed to the wash house, 

At 4 a.m. the relief parties had 
penetrated so far that the gas be- 
came unbearable, and operations had 
to be suspended for an hour or two 
in order to allow the men to clear 
of after damp.

General Superintendent Stockett 
and Superintendent Drinnan have 
been on the scene ever since the ac- 
cident, and aré doing all in their 
power for the comfort of the men 
who are working. 

The town is horror-stricken and 
heart-rending scenes meet the eye on 
every side. All day the trains to the 
mine ‘have been crowded with anxi- 
ous friends and! relatives of the im- 
prisoned men, hurrying to the scene 
of the disaster. 

The cause of the accident is un- 
known, but the opinion of the many 
of the miners is that it was the re- 
sult of a shot from one of the ma- 
chines® 

Tt is thought that most of the men 
entombed are foreigners, Italians, 
Wungarians and Wrench. Coal Creek 
is the centre of the coal output of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Coal Company. 
There is a population of 500 or GOD, 
almost entirely made up of miners. 
Three shifts of eight hours each aro 
worked at (he mines, and it was 
probably the day shift that was 
calght in the mine. ‘Phe exoloston 
{s not expected to affect the output 
of the company for any great lehgth 
of time. 

The Wernie mines are one of three 
eamps, which the Crow’s Nest Coal 
Company operates, namely, Pernice, 
Miche! and Morrisey, all within a 
few miles of each other. The ernie

Wheat, Oats, Barley und Wax Acrenges 
Show Grent Incroases, 


Winnipeg, May 24.—W. lL. Parish, 
Secretary of the Northwest Grain 
Dealers’ Association, has compiled 


the following statement regarding the 
crop conditions in the Northwest. 
From circulars sent out on May 1 
answers from 108 points show condi- 
tion when tabulated as follows: 

Wheat acreage compared with last 
year, 103; onts, 106; barley, 105; 
flax 145. 

The following replies were given as 
to the season being favorable or 
otherwise: Good, 77; fair, 10; late, 
12; unfavorable, 10. 

The Red River Valley shows con- 
siderable decrease in wheat acreage, 
and a few other portions of Munito- 
ba on account of too much rain, but 
from the 88 points in Manitoba the 
percentage shows 99.78, and the 21 
points in the Northwest Territories 
show the acreage to be 119.29, as 
compared with last year. 

The wheat land is now practically 
all seeded, and the weather has been 
of the most favorable kind to make 
rapid growth,
